He gave his 
Shanghai address as 726 avenue Joffre, which is 
presumably the address of his daughter, who sent him 
the money for his steamer passage. 


This office will appreciate any information 
which you may be able to furnish regarding the pre- 
eent address and activities of the man in question.
